IHTRODUCTIOH 


Th« first purpose of this study is to pin^rlde a thor- 
ou^ descrlptloi of tbs ohuroh susls praotloes of the Old 
Order Axslsh of the United States and Canada and of the Old 
Colony Mennonites of Mezieo* two groups which, though they 
have had no cultural intezn^elations whatever since their 
eaergence as separate entities, have developed very siailar 
bodies of music* These groups, both of which trace their 
history back to the Anabaptist movement of the sixteenth 
century, wore chosen for study because their particular kind 
of ornamented music is something of a rarity in contemporary 
Western culture* Other small groups which also descend from 
the Anabaptists, such as the Hutterites, Sommerfeld Mennonites 
and Kleine Gemeinde Ifonnonites, have preserved music which, 
like that of the Amish and Old Colony Mennonites, dates back 
to Reformation and, in some oases, pre-Reformation times. 

The latter two groups, however, are the only ones which prac¬ 
tice florid ornamentation* Still other groups not x^lated to 
the Anabaptists have evolved an ornamented type of music. 

These are not considered here because adequate sotiroe materi¬ 
als were not available to the writer and because of the need 
for limiting the subject of the present study* 

A second purpose is to give a detailed analysis of the 
musical style in question and. Insofar as possible, account 
for its origin and development* A detailed history of this 
music is not, however, of chief concern here and, though some 



historical information has been included, there remains much 
for a future researcher to discoyer. 

It is hoped that this studj will also throw further light 
on the work of George Pullen Jackson in the field of Amish 
music (see Bib. Ifos« 16 and 17)* The conclusions drawn here 
on Old Colony music, with its style remarkably similar to that 
of the Amish and with its much more easily traced development, 
make Mr, Jackson*s conclusions seem far less hypothetical. 

In the case of the Old Order Amish, who have two types 
of religious songs, "slow" and "fast", only the former will 
be considered in detail because of its far greater musicolo- 
gical significance. The Old Colony Mennonites, In the course 
z^latively brief existence, have also perpetuated 
both "slow" and "fast" songs but never both at the same time. 
Since their migration to the Hew World they have chosen to 
sing only In the langsane Welse . It will be shown how their 
"slew" songs are affiliated with the "fast". 

Because the Old Colony music is quite homogeneous and the 
performance practice very consistent, transcriptions of a asre 
dozen melodies provide sufficient material for analysis and 
generalization. The singing practice of the Old Order Amish, 
on the other hand, is somewhat more varied, duo to their great¬ 
er number, wider geographical distribution, and the different 
stages of sociological developnmnt which various groups exhibit. 
This study leans heavily on recordings obtained from an Amish 
group near Kalona, Iowa (see OTHER SOURCES, Recordings and 
Transcriptions, Ho, 1) and the book Amische Lieder (see Bib, 
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No. 29) which give* notated ▼erelona of moat of the hymna 
In uae in Amish congregatlona in Mifflin County, Pennaylya- 
nia« Both of theao are excellent, aouroea, the recordings 
being of particular yaltie. 

Details on the Old Order Amish and Old Colony Meniumite 
historical backgrounds and on their present way of life «>y>d 
church practices were compiled from writings and personal 
recollections by men who know these groups well and whose

reUablllty is above question. The writer also made numerous 
/personal visits to the communities (particularly those of 
the Old Colony Mennonltes) which ho describes. 

For the benefit of those not familiar with the subject, 
» short resiaae of Mennonlte and Amish history is given in 
l^art I.

HISTORICAL BACKGROUND 
Tbo Anabaptist MoTsaant 

Ths Anabaptist moveioent vas tbs most radical roligious 
daTslopment to ooms out of tbo Protostsnt Rofonaation in that 
it plaoed sore eraiduisis on personal faith OTor oredal theo-> 
logy and eereoonial rites than any other reforot laoTeiaent* 

The name Anabaptists ( Wiedertftofer ) does not refer solely to 
the extxHiiaely radioal^ militaristie Anabaptists of ISdnster* 
who were relatively few and anything but typical. It is un- 
forttanate that so many historians and writers of roaantio 
noTelSf basing their works prVnarily on the MQnsterites* have 
perpetuated for so long the idea that the Anabaptists were 
nothing more than a group of fiery anarohiats* On the oon- 
trary, by far the majority of Anabaptists were, and always 
have been» siBq;>le 9 peaceful folk whose ohief concern was to 
lire a Christ-like life as best they \mderstood it* 

The origin of the Anabaptist morement was dual* It first 
appeared in Zurioh* Switzerland in 1525 where it centered 
about the personality of Conrad Grebel (oa* 1498-1526}# a 
Humanist scholar and erstwhile follower of Zwingli* It si»read 
rapidly throughout Switzerland and South Germany# chiefly 
among artisans and peasants* Its adherents in this ax*ea 
became known as the "Swiss ^rathren"* Eleven years later 
Anabaptism began to flourish in the Netherlands under Itonno

croaa North Qormaay and into Pruaala. These two chief hle- 
torloaX atreaau of ihiabaptlan have never had any algnlfloant 
organic o<Kmootlon with each other but In theology and ohuroh 
practice have always been essentially alike* Nor can either 
of these streams be thought of as a radical wing of Lutheran 
or Eefonaed Protestantism, Anabaptism having had its own char¬ 
acteristics and organizations since earliest times. 

The occasion for the rise of Anabaptism was, as the T»i»T»n 
implies, a breach in the Swiss Eefonaed church xinder Ulrich 
ZwingU over the issue of infant baptism, a practice which 
the Anabaptists felt to be unacriptural. In a broader sense 
the issue was whether or not a state ohuroh was scriptural, 
xhe Axxabaptists believed that a church should be composed 
strictly of adults who knew what they were about who 
were resolved to try to lead godly lives. They rejected the 
idea of "magical" sacraments that iB«)arted Ood*s grace to the 
recipient whether he was aware of it or not sad urged that 
a given sacrament was merely an external symbol of an inner, 
already accomplished fact. They taught simpUelty in dress 
and sobriety in conduct. They felt that war, or any kind 
of human strife, especially that involving physical force, 
was inconsistent with the tenor of Christ *s teachings and life 
and, for that reason, one of their strongest beliefs w&a 
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non-roaXgtanoe* Aside from this partloular tenet and the fact 
that they have always stressed "dlsolpleshlp" before theology 
of a strict, oredal type, their beliefs have been virtually 
Identical with those of historical, orthodox Protestantism. 

On the whole they have avoided such aberrations as spiritism, 
fanatical mllennarlanlsm and ”holy iH>lllng"'. 

The Anabaptists* refusal to support a state church and 
to boar arms made them criminals In the eyes of federal and 
oocloslastioal authorities who waged bitter persecutions 
against them. Such persecutlona, which in one form or another 
have continued, in some areas. Into the present century, often 
forced the Anabaptists to stage mass migrations, which accounts 
for the f^t that their blood descendants are to be found 
today In the United States, Canada, Mexleo, Brazil, Paraguay 
and the Soviet Union besides the countries of Switzerland, 

Germany, the Setherlandg and Prance, where the movement had 
its start. 

The Anabaptists and their descendants have never had a 
common ecclesiastical government but have been divided Into 
numerous Independent groups. At present these groups exhibit 
many different levels of cultural development, ranging from 
an extremely conaervative type to the meat sophisticated and 
progressive. By far the largest and most progressive group 
In the Now World Is the Mennonltos of the United States who, 
like their more conservative breth 3 ?en, still preserve the 
position of non-partleipation In war. 

The first of the groups dealt with In this study, the 
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Amlslxy are an ofrahoot of tha Swlaa-South Oerman Anabaptlata^ 
but did not ttxlat aa a separate group until 1693* The Old 
Colony Meimonltes descend from the Dutch-North German lino 
and emerged as a separate group In Russia In the early nine¬ 
teenth century* (See diagram below*)

The Antlah 

One of the earliest major schisms In the Anabaptist 
body took place between 1693 and 1897 In Alsace and was en¬ 
gineered by an extremely conservative young minister named 
Jakob Aamian, who felt that too many worldly Influences were 
being countenanced by the church. He particularly felt that 
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the ohuroh was not glTlng strlot onou^ oheervonoe to the 
praotloe of "ahunoing" fallen aonbera ( Meldiang )# Of Tory 
atrong oplniona and aggroaalTe poraonallty# he aoon had a large

follOTing among the Alaatian oharohea« hut hia effort a to 
bring the Swlaa Anabaptlats over to hla aide reaulted In fail¬ 
ure and, loalng patience, he placed all the Swlaa alnlatera 
under the ban* They, In tiam, returned the coapllment, thua 
Incurring a dlrlalon which la still perpetuated In America. 
Since that time, Amman*a party haa been known aa the Amlah 
(Amlaoh)' and haa been oharaoterlaed by extreme oonaeiTatlam. 

Like the Btennonltea, the Amlah alao migrated to the Hew 
World, chiefly to avoid peraeoutlon. The firat Amlah colony 
in America waa ©atabllahod In 1736 In Berka County, Ponnayl- 
vanla, by Immigrant a that came largely from the Palatinate. 

But the entire number of Amlah aettlera in the eighteenth 
century waa not large. Greater number a of them migrated 
between 1830 and 1335 along with another large group of Menno- 
nltea. Theae came largely from the French provlnoea of Al- 
aace and Lorraine. All, however, were of Swlasecezmian blood 
and apoke aome form of Grcxmian. Their chief reaaon for migrat¬ 
ing waa fear of being preased Into mllltaxy aervloe, many 
having found It difficult to maintain their peace prlnolplea 
during the Napoleonic period. Throughout the nineteenth cen¬ 
tury the Amlah took part In the general weatward movexaent In 
the United Statea, ©atabliahing colonies in New York, Ohio, 
Indiana, Illinois, Iowa and in the Canadian province of Ontario. 
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In Bor* moent 7««r« th» law of ohoop load hu lod to noro 
oolcmies In Tarlous other itatee. 

Between 1862 and 1871, a aerie, of nlnl.ter.t neetinga 
waa held with the Intention of unifying the then widely aoat- 
tered ihaerlean Amlah congregation.• Local difference., how- 
ever, only beoane nore apparent and irreconcilable until a 
permanent apUt occurred in the Aaiah body, the more progrea- 
BlT6 wing becoming known aa the "finish Mennonltea” (they even¬ 
tually a»rged with the Mennonitoa) and the oonaervatlve wl^ 

aa the "Old Order Amlah". It la the latter group that la of 
Intereat here. 

Though tho Old Opdor laloh hun * congregational typo of 
oh^u?oh gorernnent, they are hold together by their very liter¬ 
al adherenoe to a eat of rulee and regulatlone flret eet down 
at a oonferenoe of Svlea arethren In Straebourg In 1568. Ae 
a reeult, they etlll exhibit nany of the ouetoms of tholr 
European forebeere. Slnee the rulee urge elnpllelty In dreee, 
the Anleh oalce a great point of adhering to a preecrlbed ooe- 
tune: "hooka and eyea" Inetead of buttona, tho oollarleaa 
ooat, broad-brlaaued hat for the aen; bonnota, ahawla end 
ankle-length, plain-colored aklrta for the wonen. Long hair 
end beerda for nale ohnroh nenbera are elao obUgatory. The 
Aelah are further oppoaed to oarpeta, window ourtalno, wall 
ploturee, autoaobllea (they uae the horae end buggy), tele- 
phonea and radloa. Such aodem oenvanleneea are felt to bo 
Inherently evil beoauae they are uaed by "worldly", unohrlatlan 
folk and alao ai.«,ly beoauae they are "new". Alao regarded aa 
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siuipeot 1« a school eduoatloa, which can hccoBte cause for 
exeoxBBnmleatloa if continued beyond the ei^^th grade* Though 
all Asdsh are taug^ Koglish in grade school and oontizxue to 
use it in dealing with the outside worlds* Pennsylwazila Dutch 
is used for all social intercourse among themselves* 

The Old Order Amish az^ farmers almost to a maut and 
as a rule are very good ones* It is regrettable that so many 
oontemporax>y books and articles written about them tend to 
emphasise their "quaintness” and peculiar customs rather than 
their honesty^ devotion to haz>d worky genuine h i iMie t y and 
frugality* 

The total number of Old Oz>der Amish is ourz*ently estimated 
at about thiz>ty thousand souls* Their communities are most 
numerous in Pennsylvania^ Ohio and Indiana^ but they are also 
to be found in New York^ Delaware« Maryland, Virginia, Ontario, 
Tennessee, Michigan, Wisconsin, Illinois, Iowa, Missouri, Ok-

lahoma, Kansas, North Dakota and Oreg<m* 

The Old Colony Mennonites 
The other stream of Anabaptism, that originatizig in 
Holland, has also produced an extremely conservative offshoot 
which goes by the name of Old Colony Mennonites, or simply 
"Old Colonists"* This group is somewhat younger than the 
Amish and has no direct historical relationship to them, 
thou|^ both share a common theology and a way of life that is 
similar in many respects* It should be added that both groups. 
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diie to tholr general lack of interest in anything outside 
their own culture, are largely unaware of the existence of 
the other* 

Original Mabaptlsts were to be found In Oermany In the 
sixteenth century* Though auch of this early stock ewentually 
died out, the Itonnonite popttlatl<m In Prussia and Danzig was 
supplied for many years by Dutch Immigrants# They were grant¬ 
ed special privileges by the Polish kings but never enjoyed 
full civil rights* Prom about 1550 to 1570, these Dutch Men- 
nonlte farmers helped drain the swamp lands of Pxnissla* 

Over half of the original settlers died of hardships* 

the^ Oormans annexed these lands In 1772, the problem 
of what to do with the Mennonltes arose* The Polish privi¬ 
leges had made provision for their nonereslstance, but mili¬ 
taristic Frederick the Great required them to give financial 
suppoz*t to a XBllltary academy and refused for a time to allow 
them to purchase more land in hopes that they would surrender 
their peace principles* In addition to this treatment, the 
Mennonltes wore denounced as heretics from Lutheran pulpits# 

By this time many of the Mennonltes, particularly the 
economically less fortimate, began to find life In Prussia 
intolerable and considered migrating* It happened that, at the 
time, Catherine the Great was advertising In all parts of 
Europe for agricultural colonists to settle In Russia, adding 
the special Inducements of religious liberty and generous 
economic privileges* The Mennonltes themselves were approached 
by a Russian land agent, and after a number of Mennonlte Investl- 
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gators who woro sont to spy out tho Russian land rotuimed a 
favorable report^ laany Mennonltes began to laove there* The 
first settleiaent was made at Chortitsa^ near the Dnieper Ri¬ 
ver, in 1789. 

The majority of these first colonists were poor, due to 
the fact that the Oerman authorities were at first reluctant 
to let prosperous farmers leave the country and also because 
it was the landless and the day-laborers who were eager to try 
to Improve their lot in a new land. Vfhon more colonists came 
in 1803, they found little land to spare at Chortitsa and for 
that reason established a second colony along the Molotsohna 
River, some hundred miles southeast of Chortitsa. The former 
settlement was subsequently referred to as the ”01d Colony" 
and Molotsohna as tho "Mew". Beeause of the better economic 
and cultural status of these later settlers, the Molotsohna 
ool<niy was both moze prosperous and more progressive than the 
Old Colony. 

Mot only did the Old Colcmy have a difficult time at its 
start, but it suffered numerous hardships for decades there¬ 
after. Being poor, the Old Colonists were unable to spend 
much money or time on education} adequate spiritual leadership 
was also wsnting. Many had left Danaig and Prussia in the hope 
that they might lead a more "separated" life in Russia, that is, 
separated from their xaore worldly bretharen dn the faith. They 
succeeded all too well in this respect in Russia since they 
discouraged contact with tho home churches in Prussia. 

The Old Colony as well as all later colonies and subsequent 
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daughtor**ool(Kaios anjoyod voipy gozieroua •oononlo and olvlo 
prlrlleges granted thorn by Czar Paul In ISOO* Thoao prlTi- 
leges provided for freedom of religion (though did not permit 
tho proselyting of Riuslans), freedom from military servloe 
and orown labors* permlssl(m to oan and farm large areas of 
land no portion of ahleh might ever be deeded to a non«>Menno«> 
nlte* permission to operate their own ohuroh schools In tsho 
Gorman language* to establish trades and factories* and a 
ten-year exemption from taxes* 

The Mennonlte colonies In Russia flourished until the 
October Revolution of 1917* Long before the Revolution* how¬ 
ever* they began to fear that their utopia could not last* 

As Russia began to grow Increasingly nationalistic In the latter 
the nineteenth century* more and laoz^e demands were 
made on the Uennonltes with which their consciences would not 
permit them to comply* The first such demand was that they 
give up their special school privileges* When arbitration 
proved fxniltless* the Old Colonists* always sensitive to tho 
slightest deviation from the status quo, and fearing that tho 
Russians would next demand mllltaa?y servloe (which they ul¬ 
timately did)* decided that they had had enou^x and plana 

to migrate to the New World* 

During tho 1870 *s large numbers of Itonnonltea from (%or- 
tltza and from the daughter-colony of Bergtal moved to Canada 
where they established colonies on the plains of Manitoba si¬ 
milar to those they had had In Russia* In Canada they found the 
3?ellglouo and civil liberty that they desired and In the 
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deeade« that followed tholr culture flourished 

In 1980, la m effort to unify the muiy different nation.! 
alonent. that oonprlMd her population, Canada passed l,«i 
roqulrlng that all sohools bo t««ht by fully lloensed t««,h. 
ora In either the EngUsh or Prenoh tongues. By this time 
nany noro Mennonltes hal sdgrated to Canada and the najorlty. 
had adjusted thesMolTes to their now hcaaelaad to the point 
where they did not feel that oduoatlng tholr ohlldron In 
English would oonstltuto a thwat to tholr roUglous oulture. 
Tho dosoendants of the Old Colonists, however, raised In the 
ultra-oonservatlve tradition of tholr forefathers, feared th. 
now school 1«, and were detemlned to prosorre tholr old, 
oeramn-languago sohools and tholr own Old Colonist teaohors. 

Por this reason alone they decided to onlgrate once more, 
this time to some other country In the Hew World. 

After making numerous fruitless Inquiries of Latin daerl- 
oan republlos, they finally hit upon Mexico, rtloh, by presi¬ 
dential decree, gr«,tod them all the prlvUeges they ,«,ted, 
ohlef among which was the malntalnanoo of tholr own Ooman- 
language sohools with no Mexican Intorforonoe whatever. 

In 1922 about five thousand Canadian Old Colony Honnonltes 
began tholr migration to Hsxloo where they reestabUshod tholr 
way of life In a largo valley In the northern state of Chihua¬ 
hua. Uter a maall colony was estabUshod further to the south 
In Durango. Today tholr total number la about twenty thousand. 

In general they have found Uf, In Mexico very hard. Scarce 
ralnfaU and the surrounding Utln, OathoUo culture, so 
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foreign to tbelr own^ have been the ehlef obetaolee to eoo«* 
nondc proaperlty and aoelal adjuatnent reapeotlvely* 

The Old Colonlata eatabllahed their oolonlea In Mexloo 
on^ the old pattern developed In Ruaala decades earlier* The 
oolonlea are laid out In ntoaeroua villages with the failing 
land lying about each village* Each family has Its own land 
which may He a distance of several miles from the house* 

With very few exceptlcnas no other vocation besides farming 
Is kaown* Though the Old Colonists have oez*taln regulations 
for the care of the needy^ their eocnxoialc system Is not com- 
imsilstle In any sense* There Is great disparity between 
rich and poor* 

The Btenncnlte colonies In Mezloo« like the former Russian 
onest are virtually self-governing and respoxulble only to 
federal authorities* The colony government ultimately lies 
in the hands of the bishop^ a man who usually reslste every 
Influence that might Incur the slightest change In the status 
^vw* His woi*d governs every area of life from ohuroh prac¬ 
tice to the typo of wheels permitted on tractors* Spiritual 
loaders< however^ have never been educated men, with the resxilt 
that religion has largely degenerated to the moohanloal per- 
fozmanoe of near meaningless forms* Schools, too, have beoomB 
inoregslngly Inadequate, most of the teachers being very 
poorly equipped. 

Like the Amish, the Old Colonists use horse-drawn vehl-

oles for transportation and furnish their often Immaculate 
homes very slmplyj their dress Is mlj slightly more imagine- 
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tlY9» They frown on any eoolal Interoouree with Mexloane^ 
save neoesaary business transaetlons* They do not use Spanish 
among themselves but speak a North German dlaleot still to be 
found In Sa 2 :ony oalled Plattdeutsoh» or Low German. Their 
sohools and ohuroh service a« however» are held In High Gerxoan. 

Their eoonomlo and social disadvantages ooupled with the 
eooleslastloal tyranny under whloh they live sometimes give 
this naturally optlmlstlo and good-nattired people cause for

discouragement. At present# tbez^ la growing imrest and a 
eez^aln bitterness In some toward the strict church regulations. 
It Is the opinion of some observers that the present form of 
Mennonlte colonization In Mexico constitutes a cultural tour 
de force that cannot long endure.^ 

It can be said that the Old Order Amish enjoy a some¬ 
what more advanced type of eultxire than the Old Colonists 
(if the criteria of advancement are literacy and a high tech¬ 
nology).

Both the Old Order Aaieh (hez*eafter refoxwd to einq}!/ 

as Aialsh) sad the Old Colony Menaonltes have the traditional 

lov-ohuroh Protestant attitude towax>d liturgioal rausies that 

it is an integral part of every service but secondary in l»- 

portanoe to the preaching of the Word* The use of rauslo is 

felt to be supported by the Apostle Paul*s advising the Co- 

lossians to "adaonlsh one another*..in hymns and spiritual 

songs* singing with grace in your hearts to the Lord"^ and 

by the account in Matthew and Mark of Christ and his disciples 

singing a hymn upon coapletlon of the first Conaiiunion ser- 
2 

vice* The chtu?eh music of both groups is entirely vocal, 
musical instruments being in the same category with automo¬ 
biles and radios* The use of instznxments is felt to be an 
ostentation uxifltting to Christian sobriety and not conducive 
to the spirit of humility necessary for worship* Further, 
no justification for the use of instxnaxaents is found in the 
New Testament* Both groups believe their own type of church 
music to be the best and would not think of using any but their

Here the 
Amlah are the more tolerant of the two and do not frown on the 
Informal uae of auch aonga In the home and for recreational 
purpoaea* The Old Colonlata theoz*etically diaapprove of «n 
mualo except ohuroh hymna* Church leadera of both groupa feel 
that modem, popular aonga am ainful and ahould be avoided 
altogether, but thla attitude doea net prevent the aufficient- 
ly ourloua from hearing them* Of "olaaaloal^ art mualo aa 
auch, both groupa are entlz*ely unaware* 

Mualo among the Amlah 

Each large Amlah aettlemont la divided into church "dla- 
trlota" which vary in population from ten to forty familioa* 

The total number of congregatlona In the Ohlted Statea la one 
hundred alxty* In general, each of theae haa one blahop, two 
to four preaohera, one deacon and an average nut^r of aeventy* 
five membera* The Amlah do not have apeclal bulldlnga which 
aerve aa ohuroh houaea but hold their aervlcea in membera» 
homea, a practice that haa aurvlved alnoe ear Heat tlmea when 
the Anabaptlata had to meet clandeatlnely to avoid poraecutlon. 

Servicea are held In a given dlatrlot only every other 
Sunday and take place each time In a different hone. The 
Amlah are oppoaed to evening aervlcea, mid-week prayer meetlnga. 
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religious meetlxjgs for youth and Sunday sehoola and have 
regular serrloea only cm Sunday otomlng whieh ai*e attended by 
all, young and old# Before the congregation az^rivea, the jroom 
in vrhloh ohoroh is to be held is cleared of all domestic fur** 
nitiare and special backless benches are set out cm which the 
senior Vorsanger^ then places the hymnbooks* Before nine 
o'clock the congregaticm begins to assemble, men and women 
sitting on opposite sides of the room# Meanwhile, in an up** 
stairs room, the ministers hold a short meeting called the 
Abrath (pronounced op-*ro“t) in which the reader of the scrip¬ 
tures and the preacher of the morning are decided upon and 
(during the summer) candidates for baptism are instructed# 

At nine o'clock the service begins with the singing of 
a hymn# The second hymn of each service, which follows 
Immediately, is always the same oneJ "0 Oott Vater, wir 
loben dlch" ( Ausbund p# 770 [see Bib. Ho# 2]), also known

® The hymns of Germanic origin used In formal church 
services are of chief Interest here# They are called "slow" 
hymns by the Aalsh# However, as suggested previously, lighter 
hymn txines of English and early American origin are not un¬ 
known among the Amish# Those are designated as "fast"# 
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a Imply as ths Lobgesaiag *^ After this hymn the ministers 
usually oom© down and take their seats» but If they do not* 
a third hymn Is axing. {The VorsUnger announces all hymns ex¬ 
cept the second by page and* sometimes* by stanza.} When the 
ministers appear* the singing stops at the end of the line 
being sung. One of the ministers then rises and delivers the 
Verm^bnimg or Anfang. an exhortation of a devotional nature. 

The entire congregation then kneels* facing their benches* for 
silent prayer lasting several minutes* after which they stand 
while the first scripture Is read by the same minister. 

A second minister then rises and delivers the sermon 
which consists of a reading or a recitation by aemoxy of the 
second sorlptxxre with "running" comment. This part of the ser¬ 
vice Is known In Pennsylvania Dutch as Gfemeh halde (literally* 
"the holding of the service"). Thoxigh a preacher must be 
thoroughly familiar with the Bible* he makes almost no prepa¬ 
ration for a particular sermon but depends wholly upon imme¬ 
diate Inspiration.^ An often preached sermon Is an outlining 
of the entire Bible story from the creation to the crucifixion 
and may consume an hour and a half or longer. To relieve the

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tedium for the very email children a bowl of cookies le eome- 
tlmes passed around* 

After the sermon the preacher asks for Zeufgnlss f^eben 
'(testimony-giving) and all the other ministers and deacons 
present attest in turn to the tmth of the sermon preached 
and give their approval of it* The preacher then adds a few 
closing words after which all kneel while he i^ads from a 
prayerbook* Following a few verses of another song all rise 
while the preacher reads or recites the bez^diction* At the 
words "Jesum Christum’* all bow the knee twice (called the 
Oeneflexus ,by the Amish}* Before the dismissal* announcemonts 
are made conoeming futm^e meetings| church business*if any* 
is also attended to* 

After the service* which ends at about twelve noon* the 
men and boys file out into the yard while the women of the 
house prepare a large but very simple meal which is then 
served to all present* After visiting for a while, all go to 
their own homes, arriving in time for "chores"* 

About nightfall of the same day the young people assemble 
at the hosm whore church was held for the p^lrpo8e of "coupling 
off"* This custom involves a rather lengthy ritual which 
includes the singing of a number of hymns* both "fast" and 
"slow"* (See Footnote 2* p* 17*) 


It seems likely that certain Amiah ohzu*oh practices 
are hangovers tTcm Homan Catholicism and have no counterpart 
in many other Protestant services* This is undoubtedly tz*ue 
of the genixflectlons and possibly true of the intonation of 
the sermon*, the two scriptxxre readings and the use of the 
Apocrypha books* Contrary to popular opinion* the music is 
definitely not of Homan origin* as will be shown later* 
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ainiitar* mako uao of a Hat of acrlpturo readings 
and layans whieh they use as a guide throughout the year* These 
contain minor variations from district to district and are not 
regarded as a rule from which no one may deviate* Readings an d 
hymns for certain special occasions are always the same hut# 
other than these» the minister Is alloved some choice*^ Smae

At about Toux* o*oloolc In tba aftomoon^ tho young paopla^ 
tho bpldaX ooupla oxcoXudod^ go out to tho basm to angaga in 
"party playa" (a euphamlan for "folk danoaa")*^ Scnaa danoo in 
groups whlla othara sing aarly Aaariean folk tunes suoh as 
"Skip to My Lou", "Thera Goes Topsy through the Window" and 
"Pop Goes the Weasel"* Other "plays" are "Six-handed Reel" 
and "O-H-I-O".* At five-thirty all gather together again for 
supper, after which a "fast" hyan, "In der stillen Einsaakeit" 
(Unparteiisohe LiadftymttmimY;^ p, 242} is sung to the tune of 
"Jesus, Lover of My Soul". More hyans are then suggested and 
sung, following which toasts are offered and jokes told* At 
about nine in the evening, the young people return to the bam 
for more dancing while their elders gossip and occasionally 
sing a hymn* After the young people return to the house again, 
the bridal couple, followed by many of their guests, go up¬ 
stairs to view their gifts. By this time it is near midnight 


w Heedless to say, Amish youth find other occasions 

besides weddings for such diversions* Hamonioas and guitars 
often appear at these gatherings* 


Besides early American folk tunes such as these, the 
Asilsii aXso po3?p0'ku4i't4i TivosibBT ot Hi^g^ Oonuxx and PanxuiyXYa** 
nla Dutch folk poems, many of which are sung to one tune or 
another* These include lullabies, love ballads and humorous 
poems, two of which, "GruBaabuckliche MSnnle” and "Laudorbaoh" 
are sung respectively to the tunes "Tankee Doodle" and "0 where. 
0 has my Little Deg Gone?" Though soma suoh poems may 

be mdigenous, many were doubtless the comnon property of the 
entire German—speaking population of early Pennsylvania* 

Since the Amish oulttire has evolved at a aloeer rate than that 
of other groi^, it has pmaerved many suoh jAienoraona that have

Ohlike the ilmlah, the Old Colmtiiata have regular ohureh

atyle adobe brickay their ohurohea are aturdy frame building^* 
The aiaple interior of an Old Colony ohureh oonaiats of 
large room with a very email iuitoroom or two* The large room, 
in whieh ohureh ia held, la filled with long, wooden, baokleaa 
benohea. Ken and women never alt together at a ohureh aervioe, 
the former altting on the right and the latter on the left 
facing the pulpit* Above the aen*a benohea are faatened long, 
thin beama to which abort pega that aerve aa hatracka are 
attached* At the front of the room ia a platform oonneoted 
with the main floor by two or three low atepa* The pulpit 
and aeata for the mlniater and aome eight Vera inhere atand on 
the platform* The church oontaina no non-^tilitarlan adom- 
menta whatever* 

In the Mexican atatea of Chihuahua and Durango thezHS az*e 
nineteen auoh ohurohea, each cme aerving aeveral villagea* 


The aeoounta of the Aniah Sunday aervioe and weddina 
largely from Yoder*8 Roaanna^a Bova (Bib?

Pennaylvania* Certainly not every oo«raunltJr*a ouatoma are 

thoae In weatera atatea having been aomewhat more 
auaoeptlble to aooial onange than the eastern ones* 
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Monnonlt» X<i«>rbook and Direotorr for 1951 (Bib. Mo. 32) 
lilts 5*679 aambers* tbroo bishops* thirty laioisters and 
fivo* deacons. 

As in Amish eoasuunities* regular ohuroh servloes are sohod* 
uled for every other Sunday aomiag, a very few ohuroh holidays 
exoepted. As the mez^ra take their seats* each one first 
offers a short* silent prayer before shaking hands with hi s 
neighbor. Mo small children are brouj^t to churchj they are 
expected to reeeive their religious education at home in 
school, dhen the time to begin arrives* the Yor a infers enter 
and seat themselves on the platfcma accoinilng to seniority. 

After a hynn from the Morgenlieder seoti<m of the Qeanngbuoh 
the preacher enters from an anteroom and says in German: ”The 
peace of the Lord be upon this hoiise’*. He then makes a few 
opening remarks and reads the scripture* after which aH kneel 
for silent prayer followed laj a short, spoken prayer by the 
minister. A Izmg sermon is next read from one of a numiber of 
old High German sermon books, the reading being Intoned In a 
raioiner similar to that of the Amish (see Footnote 2* p. 18). 

Some ministers frequently intersperse their reading with ex¬ 
pository coanaents In Plattdeutsch. Following the sermon is 
another prayer and final song* selected to correspond with the 
minister's text. The minister then closes the service all 
go to their homes* usually traveling by horse and buggy or in 
small horse-drawn wagons franalshed with seats. Though slightly 
simpler than Amish services* those of the Old Colonists are 
approximately of the same length.

THE MUSIC ITSEIP 
ORIQIBf AHD DBVELQPMSHT

It hM beon auggestod by Chriatlan Hoga^ Oenaan Iteaaonita 
aoholar (aaa Bib# Ho. 13), that tha early itoabaptiata aang 
tholr hynna to tho thon ourront folk tunoa In the hopo that 
auoh a praotloo alght holp oonooal tho oontenta of tho tozta 
from tholr poraooutora. Bego rurthor auggoated that, aa aoon 
aa tho throat of poraooutlon , Anabaptiat poota 

baaod tholr hyma on aaorod nolodloa taken, for tho moat p^, 
from tho body of iMthoran and Hoforaod ohoralea. Whothor or 
not thoae apooulatlona are wholly oorx^ot. It la certain that 
aootaar folk tunoa and chorale tunoa prowlded the nolodlo 
baala for tho Swlaa and South Oenaan Anabaptiat hyimology 
and that thoae tunoa were perpetuated In aooe form by all 
Mexmonltea and Amlah alike until tho latter half of tho el^t- 
eenth century. At that time tho Mennonltea began to adopt 
newer hymna and hymn tunoa from other aouroea, leaving tho 
Amlah to carry on tho ancient mualoal tradition alono. 

In preaervlng thla tradition, tho Amlah have been aided 
by tholr noteloaa hymnbook, tho Auabund. which la one of tho 
oldoat hymnbooka atlll In uae In a Chrlatlan church. The flrat 
edition of 1564 gave no publlahorfa name for fear that It 
would be oonflacated aa Anabaptiat literature and tho pub- 
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lish«r appirehanddd. Tha xmoltua of tha Aumbur^d i® flftyona 
h^jfiaas by Qamaa and Svlas Anabaptlata who wazNi Imppiaonad and 
finally axaoutad at a eaatla In Paaaau« Bawaria batwaan 1555 
and 1557. About half of thaaa hyama are by two men, Hana Pata 
and ulohaal Sehnaldar, the authorahlp of moat of the peat 
being unkzunrn. It la undai»atandabla that the tone of thaaa 
poama la amnrowful and lonely and that they often wolea pro- 
taata agalnat the wlekad world. Yat they are not daapalrlng 
but alwaya Inoluda a note of hope In Chrlat. Baaldaa martyr 
hynaia, alao found In the Auabund are many hymna on Chrlatlan 
dootrlna and early Anabaptlat praetiea along with tranalationa 
of alavan hymna taken from a Dutoh book, art Offer daa Hearan 
(1565). All the hymna are In Middle High Oarraan. 

After paaalmg through nunwiroua European adltlona, the 
brought to the Maw World by the Amlah where Ita 
uaa haa bean ocmtlnuad to the praaant time.

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Th« purposes of the lovans were to laake up for the laok of 
good ohuroh auslo for ell ooossioiis and to preserve **>1 tradl* 
tionsl ^sh nuslo and hymoXogy. To this and they made single 
hymns out of fragments of different, partly forgotten texts 
and even altered the syllabifioation of oertain Auabimd texts 
in order to fit them to known melodies.^ This revised edition, 
entirely noteless like the Ausbi^, also inoludes a syllable- 
index in whieh all texts are grouped aooox>ding to nustber of 
syllables so that all possible combinations of tune and text 
may readily be disoovered and sung* 

In many Amish ohurohes west of Pennsylvania this book is 
in wide use in preferenee to the bulkier Ausbund . Like its 
predeeessor, the original Pnparteiisohe Liedepa«H»i«wff r which 
is still used in Pennsylvania, it is affectionately referred to 
by the Amish as the "dfinne Buohle" (the thin book). 


A large portion of Amish music has recently been notated 
for the first time by Joaeidi w. Yoder, a Pennsylvanian of Amish 
background. He induced numerous Old Order Amish 
to sing their hymns for him and later printed his trraoriptions 
of these hymns in book form under the title Amisohe ideder 
(Bib. Ho. 29). His purpose was pureply practical, his hope

Wagners Ton*** ''Hlldebrandton''t "Roslnfarb war deln Oestalt"* 
"Dor SohleaBser"* "Es glng eln Prluleln nit den Krug”* ”Au8 
tlefer Roth”* ”£lne feste Burg 1st unser Qott”* ”Run danket 
Oott won Hertsen"* eto* The relationship of these tune-sug¬ 
gestions to owktesqporary Anlsh nuslo has recently been pointed 
out by the Mrlcan nuslcologlst and folklorist* George Pullen 
Jackson* (See Bib* Ro* 17*) 

noting that nearly every syllable of the text of an Anlsh 
hyun was sung to a nellsna of fx>on three to nine notes*^ 
Jackson counted all but the Initial tone In eaoh nellsna as

Xssua ml|^t be taken with Jackson on his method of extraot- 
Pgttea of tha original folk songs* Instead of extraot- 
ing tha first tone in each group* it would be more reasonable 
to select tha wedominatimt tone* that is* the tone that occurs 
the most times w is bald tha longest* be it tha first or not* 
Jackson’s method does not take into account tha possibility 
of tha first tons being a short ornament of tha Urton* idiich 
is often tha case* 

Besides pointing out tha souroe of Amish musie* Jackson 
also offers an interesting speoiU.ation on how tha highly em-

Their vocal vagaries become fixed, styllsed- 
incorporated with their "tunes", and a singing 
manner is bom—or evolves*" 


This theory suggests that "in the beginning" there existed 
simple folk songs with generally only one tone per syllable, 
to which, in the course of time, mre and more tones were 
added until today there are anywhere from three to eight or 
nine tones per syllable* As this type of "ornamentation", 
or rather, "tme-additlm", inereased, the Urmslodien tended 
to beooiae more and mere forgotten until finally the singers 
acoepted the resultant ornamented tavam as new melodies in 
their own right* JUst why these departures from the originals 
took the direotion ths^did is impossible to determine* Jack- 
son’s theory of the psychologieal process involved is probably 
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a« oloM as anjoxw osn oosas to explaining how Amish ausiOf 
and Old Coloaj nosie as welly got to he the way it is* Her 
is there an apparent reason why a few tones in moat Amish 
tunes are not Mhelliahed at ally sinoe suoh tones oootir with 
suoh irregularity and on words of suoh waried import anoe* 

A aeareity of "Vone^additions*' throughout a giren timsy more** 
orery suggests that that tune is relatlyely new to the singers 
or thaty for sane reasony it has been preserved In more or 
less its original form* 

This type of "tone-addition" is oalled "primary" omaasn- 
tatlon in the remainder of this study In order to differenti¬ 
ate it from another type whioh will be disoussed later* 
Aotuallyy ainee oontemporary singers are quite unaware that 
many of the tones that they sing ax^ additions, this pheno¬ 
menon is not ornamentation in the striotest sense* fhe term 
is retained here beoause other writers have used it without 
fully defining it*^^ 

Mention should also be made of another theory of origin 
offered by the transoriber of the Pennsylvania Amish musie, 
Joseph Yoder* He believes that Amish times desoend from 
Gregorian ehant, an opinion that is based on the observation 
that both Amish nnsie and ohant are monodio, melimatio « nd

Historx of Old Colonsr kusio 
Whan tba Outeh Uennonites migrated to Worth QerttanXf 
they did no singing at first beeause of fear of intolerant 
autheritias* Iiaterf whan they asked for permissimi to sing* 
they were not refused* Aooounts mention the use of little 
Dutoh hymnbooks* In 1724* a hymnbook was printed in Amsterdam 
expressly for the Mezmonite ohurohes in Prussia* 

Until 1750* the Dutoh l anguage was used exelusively in 
the North Gexvsn ohurohes* As the ohange to High Qexman took 
plaea* the need for a hymnbook in that language beoama ixr- 
ereasingly apparent and in 1767 the first edition of tbs 
Qeistrelohas Gwangbiifth (Spiritual Hyanhook) was published at 
KSnigaberg* This book eonsisted of(l) translations into Oar* 
man of already known Dutoh hymns*(2) many hymns drawn from 
other Protestant hymnbooks then in use* the "Hallisohen* 
Startgardsohan* Quandt* und Rogallisohan Oesaagbttchem” 
being given speoial mention in the preface* and (5) a num¬ 
ber of hymns that had "never been printed before"* Subsequent 
editions oontainad various alterations* 
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^ qeimgbUQh oontaizMd (and ttiXl eoataina) byniti taxts 
oaly^ tha oalodiaa balng parpataatad largely liy rota* Tba 
neledlaa uaad ware ahorala tunas oonvMm to all Protaatant 
grouja in nox*tbam Sttropa* Slnca stany of tbasa ohoralaa ware 
of aaeular or Roman origin^ It is undentandabla that the Ana* 
baptists would bo as familiar with tbam as anyone also* The 
Prussian and aarly Russian Mannonitas sang them without instru* 
mental aecorapaninant and alnwst certainly in tmisbn* 

The Mannonitas in Russia ware furnished with Prussian 
aditions of the Qasangbueh until 1844» whan they began to 
print thalr own.^ Subsequent Russian editions number six» 
were printed in Odessa and Laipsig^ and are all praetioally 
alike* Though other hynnbooka were gradually adopted by the 
more prograsaiwa groups in Russia and Prussia* the Old Colo* 
nists eontinued to use the Qeaangbuch axolusiwaly* After 
moring to Canada* they had oopias printed by John Punk of 
SUdiart* Indiana (1880)* and by the Mennonlta Publishing House 
of Soottdala*Pannsylwania* In Haxieo the book has been print* 
ed numerous times by 0*J* Ranpel of the willage of Blumenort* 
These Mexican aditions aifo rirtually identical with the first 
Russian edition* Besides the Bible* the Oasangbueh is one of 
tba very few books that an Old Colonist home is almost eortaln 
to hare* 


By this time the Qasanabuch had had nine printings 
in Prussia* The last of these was made at JSlbing in 1848 and 
is identical with the first Russian edition of 1844, whioh 
was printed at Odessa*

fiH*m a haphaxapd ppooaaa In apita of tha lack of a pplntad 
hyumbook * with notaa* It la likely that notated ▼enalona wax^ 
awallabla to educated Indlvlduala long before notated hynnbooka

Baoaaae tha Roaaian Mennonltea propagated their male 
largely by mraaej, many "corruptlona" gradually crept Into thalr 
perfomanoot doubtleaa by xmch tha aane proeeas aa prlaucpy 
ornament a were gradually incorporated Into tha Aalah tunaa* 

To counteract thaae corruptlona a Pruaalan named Heinrich 
Prana* who taught In tha Qhrloff ool^ty achoola for a time* 
procured daflnltlwa Teralona of all tha 165 chorale raelodlaa 
called for In tha Oeaangbuch and compiled them In a little 
ghoralbuch* which waa printed In 1860 and 1880 by Breltkonf 
3221 of Lalpalg eapaelally for tha Mannonltaa of Ruaala. 

Both thaae adltiona gawe tha ohoralaa In four-part hamonlaa- 
tlona by Prana* Mora popular with tha Mannonltaa* however* 
waa an 1865 edition, alao by Breltkopf und Hirtel. which gave 
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the BwXo 87 «lin 0 only*^ This oas-part edition and aubaequent 
editiona of the aaaa book porinted by the Meimonitea themaelvea 
wei^ l^sg used in the Mozmonite aohoola in Russia and tended 
to restore the purity of the melodies* The Amerioan editions 
of 1878« 1918« a to* are Tirtually identieal with the first 
Russian edition* The last so far» designated as the fifth 
Amerioan edition# is undated and was printed by D*W* Friesen 
and Sons of Altma# Manitoba* The book still finds soma use 
among the more eonserwatiwe groups in Canada and the Kleine 
Gemsi n d | i Mennonites in itoad. 00 # but the Old Colonists have dropped 
it* 

Xt is surprising that the very first Russian editions 
of the Choralbuoh were accepted and used by the conservative 
Old Colonists* However# one of the daughter^olonies, Berg- , 
tal# did not adopt it* When both these groups migrated to 
Canada# the Old Colonists# imder Hldk^r Johann Wiebe# "returned 
to the traditional way of singing as they had beeame ao<nts- 
tamed to it prior to the introduction of the Choralbuoh* The 
Bergtal group# whioh had net accepted the Choralbuch ...in 
Russia# did so in Manitoba"* (Quoted from C* Erahn# Advent* 

HSSL Cmvietion* Bib* Ho* 19*) From this it appears that 
the Old Colonists had been singing in their ornamented style

This aoti<»i of the Old Colonists is consistent with thoir 
belief that tho old way is beat and their ever-inoreasing 
deaire to preaerwe the old at any price* At present they eon- 
tinue to perpetuate their old style of ainging« "alte Weiae”« 
as they oall it# in Mexico# tho Prans Choralbuch with its 
"Ziffer^eiae" singing being entirely unknown among thesu 
Since they hare forgotten much of their hiatory# they are

The majority of Huasian Mennonite emigrants now in Canada 
and the thuited States hawe long sinoe adopted foiir-part# 
accompanied hymEMP»ainging as well as hymnbooks printed in mod¬ 
ern notation* These Mennonites regard the singing of the Old 
Colonists as tasteless and corrupt*

Haying to solely on their MBinorles to preserve their 
mslc» both the Aioish and Old Colonists stress the linpox*tanoe of 
tqaohingnit to the youngs the former through repeated hearings 
in church, the latter in the schools. The youth of both groups 
also meet from time to time in homes for singing practioe led 
by an elder Vorsinger , It requires a great deal of practice 
for the youth to loam the hymns and few young men ever become 
proficient enough to lead. A young Amlshman or Old Colonist 
with musical talent is encouraged to practice diligently so 
that he can eventually take his place as a Voretnger . 

To these direct methods should be added the already de-

ecribed hymnbooks whioh, though they contain only the texts, 
naturally serve as visual aids in recalling the tunes.

Ot all the elements which make uqp the style in questiottf

Ho two perforoanoes of an Amish or Old Colony hymn are 
exactly alilce* Swen repetitions of the same of melody 
within a single stansa oone out slightly different* This is 
beeause both groups praetiee a kind of im p r o w i sed OTnamentation 
of whioh they are at.least partially unoensoious (see below),

WemAL A^ STTOSTI C CHARACTERISTICS 
Relation of Itusie to the Text 
The texts of Amish and Old Colony hymns are rhymed# metri- 
oal Oerman poems. Many# partieularly those of the Old Colonists# 
are traditional Protestant ehen^ales and most of rest 
• formal strueture similar to that of the ohorale. 

Nearly erery syllable is sung to a mslisma of anyehere 
from throe to nine tones. There seems to be no reason for some 
syllables reeeiwlng more florid omaasntation than others# 
every syllable# with the exception of the last in each line# 
being equally eligible for eBOmllishment, In Amish hymns the 
final syllable of each line almost always receives only one t(»ie| 
the same is true of Old Colony singing except for the VgEglagaE^ 
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who izMorts a short aolisaa botwoen tho linos* 

Holthor of the two bodies of isuslo exhibit any Inten¬ 
tional word-painting* 

Secondary Qmsasntation and Melodic FoRBulee 
Besides the "prljMry’* type of omaasntatlcn already de¬ 
scribed la detail, there exists a second type which consists 
of quite short tones (rendered.exoluslwely as eighth notes 
in the Old Colony transcriptions and as eighths, sixteenths 
and thlrty-seccads in the Aalsh}* Stich omaoenta, constituting 
a hallaark of the styles of both groups, are aost frequently 
inserted by the Vopslnaer * Because they are imm naturally 
aore difficult to follow, a ocngz^gaticmal singer aay not al¬ 
ways include as aany, depending on his proxlaity to the Vor- 
sjfoger and the angularity with which the Vorstoger sings tbe w 
hiaself in successiwe stanxas and sueoesslYe perfomiaaoes* 

It is very likely that they are often added unconsciously 
and that they cm the result of a natural declare to activate 
what wonld otherwise bo a relatively uninteresting ausioal line* 
It is also quite ooneeivable that they are Included for their 
enjoyable, esthetic effect, auch as in aart music* An 
cr Old Colony Vorslnger. seeing no relaticmshlp between masl- 
CjO, eabellishasaxt and the amre obvious adornments xwjected by 
his oultuapo, such as jewelry and fancy clothing, may feel free 
to Inseart a little flourish hez*e end theare to beautify 
otherwiee rather pedestrian musie* It is no eoinoidenee that 
this prsotiee is rominiseent of the libertiee often teken by 
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operatie alngara* It la alao ot lataraat to noto that aueh 
tha aama typa of omamenta (though oeoiuflzig laaa fraquantly) 
are eaq^leyad by oonaerratlTe Menaotnlta groupa In lianeaater 
County, PeaaaylTinla in thair parformanoea of notated veraiona 
of four*part hyaeia and goapel s^s. 

In addltim to apeolfle omamenta, tha atylaa of both 
groupa omtain eertaln malodle fomulae that eonatantly^ reeur,

In eonnactlon with omaaiantatioin, mention ahould alao be

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ISsdiants used fop the seas hynci probably vary with izidi*
